ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — At 
summer’s end, there were hints of 
optimism in the battle against Paki- 
stan’s Islamist insurgents. The mili- 
tary said it had routed the Taliban 
from the verdant Swat Valley. A CIA 
missile had killed the Pakistani Tal- 
iban’s chief — so shaking the group, 
U.S. and Pakistani intelligence of- 
ficials said, that his likely successor 
was killed in a duel for the top spot. 
Bombings slowed. 

But that successor, Hakimullah 
Mehsud, is alive, a military spokes- 
man said Monday. And as a spate 
of mass-casualty attacks during

the past week has proven, so is the 
Taliban. 

“They have been able to regroup, 
and they now feel confident to take 
on the Pakistani state in the cities,” 
said Hasan-Askari Rizvi, a profes- 
sor and security analyst in Lahore. 
“They want to demonstrate that they 
have the initiative in their hands, 
rather than Pakistani authorities. So 
it’s a real kind of war.” 

As if to punctuate that point, the 
edge of the Swat Valley became the 
setting Monday for the fourth major 
attack in eight days. In a Shan- 
gla district market, an adolescent 
strapped with explosives detonated 
himself near an army convoy, kill- 





ing 41 people and wounding dozens, 
military officials said. 

The blast came two days after 
a stunning militant attack on the 
armed forces’ headquarters in 
Rawalpindi, which killed at least 19. 
A day before that, about 50 people 
died in a car bombing in Pesha- 
war. Last Monday, a suicide bomber 
killed five people at an office of the 
United Nations. 

The surge in attacks comes at a 
delicate time for Pakistan’s civilian 
government, which is struggling to 
contain a public relations fiasco over 
conditions placed by Congress on a 
massive U.S. aid package.

Murder case 
re-examined 
alter sailor’s 
plot revealed

SASEBO NAVAL BASE, Japan 
— US. Navy investigators and Phil- 
ippine police have reopened a crimi- 
nal investigation into the murder of 
a Filipino taxi driver whose death 
may have been linked to an Ameri- 
can sailor’s failed plot to kill his wife 
and family, authorities confirmed 
Tuesday. 

The new investigation follows 
revelations about the twisted case 
of Master Chief Petty Officer John 
W. Bench published by Stars and 
Stripes last month in which the 
newspaper detailed allegations that 
Bench twice arranged to have his 
wife killed during visits to the Phil- 
ippines, with the apparent knowl- 
edge and possible assistance of a 
Filipina mistress. 

Bench, 39, who was assigned to 
the USS Denver, killed his 12-year- 
old son and assaulted his wife and 
daughter Aug. 30 at their home on 
Sasebo Naval Base. He died a few 
hours later in a motorcycle crash 
after fleeing the house. 

Police in the Philippines con- 
firmed Tuesday that they had ques- 
tioned Bench’s mistress, Lilibeth 
Eniceo, in Antipolo City about the 
death of the taxi driver, Peter Tu- 
riano, who was slain April 6 while 
driving the Bench family on a tour.

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Bunker-busting bomb on fast track 


Pentagon denies MOP 
is intended for Iran

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon is speed- 
ing up delivery of a colossal bomb designed to 
destroy hidden weapons bunkers buried un- 
derground and shielded by 10,000 pounds of 
reinforced concrete. 

Call it Plan B for dealing with Iran, which 
recently revealed a long-suspected nuclear 
site deep inside a mountain near the holy city 
of Qom. 

The 15-ton behemoth — called the “massive 
ordnance penetrator,” or MOP — will be the 
largest nonnuclear bomb in the U.S. arsenal 
and will carry 5,300 pounds of explosives. The 
bomb is about 10 times more powerful than 
the weapon it is designed to replace. 

The Pentagon has awarded a nearly $52 
million contract to speed up placement of the 
bomb aboard the B-2 Stealth bomber, and of- 
ficials say the bomb could be fielded as soon as 
next summer. 

Pentagon officials acknowledge that the 
new bomb is intended to blow up fortified sites 
like those used by Iran and North Korea for 
their nuclear programs, but they deny there is 
a specific target in mind. 

“T don’t think anybody can divine potential 
targets,” Pentagon press secretary Geoff Mor-

rell said. “This is just a capability that we think 
is necessary given the world we live in.” 

The Obama administration has struggled 
to counter suspicions lingering from George 
W. Bush’s presidency that the United States is 
either planning to bomb Iranian nuclear facili- 
ties itself or would look the other way if Israel 
did the same. 

The administration has been careful not 
to take military action off the table even as 
it reaches out to Iran with historic talks this 
month. Tougher sanctions are the immediate 
backup if diplomacy fails to stop what the West 
fears is a drive for a nuclear weapon. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates recently 


said a strike against Iran’s nuclear facilities 
would probably only buy time. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Chairman Adm. Mike Mullen has called 
a strike an option he doesn’t want to use. 

The MOP could, in theory, take out bunkers 
such as those Saddam Hussein had begun to 
construct for weapons programs in Iraq, or 
flatten the kind of cave and tunnel networks 
that allowed al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden 
to escape U.S. assault in Tora Bora, Afghani- 
stan, shortly after the U.S. invasion in 2001. 

The precision-guided bomb is designed to 
drill through earth and almost any under- 
ground encasement to reach weapons depots, 
labs or hideouts.

Last week, the commanding offi- 
cers of the base and the USS Den- 
ver also declined comment, citing 
an ongoing investigation. 

Eniceo said Bench discussed 
his plan to murder his wife dur- 
ing the April tour and he funneled 
money through her to pay hired 
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Now that Bench is dead, Eniceo 
appears to be a key link between 
the sailor and Turiano’s killer. 

The case had gone cold since 
the Easter holiday shooting be- 
cause the Bench family could not 
identify the gunman who hijacked 
the taxi and shot Turiano, the 
Philippines police told Stars and 
Stripes in an interview in Manila 
last month. 

Eniceo told Stars and Stripes 
she did not know the identity of 
the killer but said she feared the 
hit man might try to harm her. 

The renewed police work is giv- 
ing hope to members of Turiano’s 
family, who have been pressing 
for a deeper investigation into 
the case since they became sus- 


At the time of the killing, naval 
investigators conducted only a 
cursory review of the alleged rob- 
bery and the Bench family flew 
back to Japan a few days later. 

Ramores said she now believes 
Bench orchestrated the killing. 

Since April, she said, she has 
been doggedly pursuing her own 
leads in the case and urging in- 
vestigators forward. 

“T told them, ‘Please don’t do 
this to us again,’ ” said Ramores, 
who was interviewed by NCIS 
last week. “You had the master- 
mind before and you didn’t do 
anything.” 
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Brain injuries in combat are leading 
to medical advances back at home

world away from the 

roadside bombs’ and 

combat injuries’ of 

Iraq and Afghanistan, 
Americans are suffering the 
same type of brain injury seen in 
troops coming home from those 
war-torn countries. On American 
roads, at workplaces and on play- 
ing fields, more than 11 million 
have been hurt since the fighting 
overseas started. 

Almost 1 in 5 of these civilians 
will struggle with lingering, often 
subtle symptoms — headaches, 
dizziness, concentration  diffi- 
culties and personality changes 
— for a year, and often longer. 
As their memories falter, their 
work suffers and their relation- 
ships fray, many victims of brain 
trauma don’t realize that their 
cognitive struggles are related to 
a blow to the head. 

In what has been called a si- 
lent epidemic, about 2 percent of 
the U.S. population — 5.3 million 
people — cope with long-term 
disabilities from such accidents. 

Many returning U.S. troops 
know those symptoms well. In 
almost eight years of fighting 
in Afghanistan and more than 
six in Iraq, bomb blasts, ve- 
hicle crashes and other hazards 
of military duty are thought to 
have exacted between 48,000 and 
360,000 traumatic brain inju- 
ries, mostly concussions, among 
servicemembers. 

But their epidemic has been 
anything but silent. Philanthro- 
pists have endowed centers to 
care for uniformed victims. Law-

front is a top priority for the U.S. 


makers have earmarked funds 
to research their affliction. And 
communities have rallied to help 
with their needs. The resulting 
recognition has brought some 
comfort to civilians who struggle 
with wounded brains. 

More important, the nation’s 
military branches and veterans 
agency have invested heavily in 
research on brain injury and its 
aftermath. The combined surge 
of public attention and military 
largess, experts say, promises to 
bring civilian and military vic- 


tims better means of diagnosing 
and treating brain trauma and 
limiting its toll. 

“We’re interested in finding 
solutions, no matter where they 
come from,” says Dr. E. Melissa 
Kaime, a Navy captain who di- 
rects a program of medical re- 
search on priorities established 
by Congress. The office’s budget 
has set aside about $300 million 
in the last three years for re- 
search on the subject.

Larry Carr 


@ How it happened: Carr, 39, de- 
ployed to Iraq as a sergeant in the Army 
National Guard, was a medic with the 
Ist Infantry Division when a roadside 
bomb exploded alongside the Humvee 
in which he was riding. 


@ Treatment: Carr underwent sur- 
gery to remove a rock and shrapnel 
from his head, but his skull hadn’t been 
fractured. On standard CT scans done 
at Balad Air Base in Iraq, his brain ap- 
peared unhurt. 


m@ Result: Upon returning home, the 
signs that all was not well mounted. 
Carr was plagued by debilitating daily 
headaches and regularly “yelled like a 
drill sergeant” at his wife and kids with 
no provocation. He slept for much of 
the day and forgot to eat for days at 
a time. His efforts to recall his child- 
hood drew a blank. He was forgetful, 
distracted. 

“| always thought of myself as highly 
intelligent before. And now I’m failing 
fourth-grade math,” Carr says. “I feel 
like a complete idiot. That’s one of the 
things that’s the hardest: | know | used 
to be smart enough to do this. And now 
I’m not.” 


Larry Ewing 


@ How it happened: Ewing, 60, a 
supervising equipment officer for the 
city of Victorville, Calif., was helping to 
unload a tractor-trailer when the truck’s 
contents shifted. The rolling canisters 
knocked him backward. Ewing fell, 
slamming his head into the inside wall 
of the truck. 


m@ Treatment: CT scans and mag- 
netic resonance imaging of Ewing’s 
brain showed no abnormalities, nor 
did brain-wave monitoring on an 
electroencephalogram. 


@ Result: Ewing has lost brainpow- 
er and independence. 

His central vision shifted sideways 
and his peripheral vision dimmed. He 
is easily disoriented and becomes dizzy 
from sudden movement and changes 
of orientation. He forgets to turn off 
the stove or to check for cars before 
stepping into the street. His reading 
and writing skills have fallen to roughly 
sixth-grade levels, his wife says. 

He was a superintendent, he kept 
track of 60 people,” Pat Ewing says. 
“He told the doctors recently, ‘I can’t 
even keep track of myself now.’” 


@ How the military helped: One day, Carr’s psychiatrist, a former Army reserv- 
ist who spent time in Afghanistan, told him of a new study emerging from the 
military’s increasing research into brain injury. Many of the symptoms of PTSD, 
for which Carr was being treated, mimic the symptoms of traumatic brain injury, 


said Carr’s physician, Dr. Bruce Capehart. 


The results of a lengthy battery of cognitive tests made it clear that Carr’s brain 


had sustained serious injury. 


Ewing similarly benefited from military research on new diagnostic imaging 
technologies. An imaging technique improved and promoted by the military finally 
exposed the cause of Ewing’s cognitive troubles: inert and sluggish activity of cells 


throughout multiple areas of his brain. 


The long-term prognosis is uncertain for both men. But with proper diagnosis, 
they have begun long-term rehabilitative treatment.

PREVENTION Better helmets: Until very recently, the 
helmets worn by servicemembers were designed to pro- 
tect the head against only penetrating wounds such as 
bullets or shrapnel, not impact. Newer helmets are mak- 
ing use of impact-absorbing designs widely devised for head protec- 


tion in collision sports such as football. 


Neuroprotectants: Neuroscientists have tried mightily, but with- 
out success, to discover some drug that can “harden” the brain 
against knocks or, following an injury, disrupt the cascade of events 
that leads to brain cell death. “Neuroprotection” is an idea the Pen- 
tagon loves as well and has funded studies to explore. 


DIAGNOSIS Imaging: With Defense Department funds, 

scientists are exploring ways of detecting brain injury with 

new and existing medical imaging technologies. Those 

include the use of functional magnetic resonance imag- 

ing, which can detect disruptions in blood flow of an injured per- 
son’s brain and Diffusion Tensor Imaging, a modification of MRI that 
zeros in on the brain’s white matter, the dense connections between 
neurons that tend to rip and tear with concussion. 
Biomarkers: Of immediate use, says Duke University’s Gerald 
Grant, would be a simple blood test capable of distinguishing a brain 
injury that will likely get better on its own from a brain injury requir- 
ing immediate medical attention.

TREATMENT Clemson University bioengineering profes- 
sor Ning Zhang has offered an innovative way to reduce 
TBl-related disability: plugging the holes in the brain that 
trauma can leave behind. In Zhang’s population of lab rats, 
trauma had killed off vast colonies of brain cells, leaving blank spots 
in their brains. Zhang and her team injected those holes with a 
gel made up of both natural and synthetic materials. The gel not 
only spurred the growth of stem cells to regenerate brain tissue; 
it provided a structure within which those regenerated cells could 
grow. Within 12 weeks, the injured rats were as good as new, said

NAHA, Okinawa — Okinawa Gov. Hiro- 
kazu Nakaima on Tuesday disapproved an 
environmental impact assessment report 
Japan’s Ministry of Defense conducted for 
anew U.S. Marine Corps air field planned 
to be built on Camp Schwab.

although the final decision is ultimately up 
to the Tokyo government. 

The relocation project has been a con- 
troversial issue, especially since the 
Democratic Party of Japan-led coalition 
government took power in September. New 
government leaders have promised to re- 
examine the bilateral agreement and have 
said they will give the opinions of Nakaima 
and the people of Okinawa serious consid- 
eration. But there has been no timeline set 
for the government’s decision on whether 
to rework the bilateral pact. 

After submitting his opinion in writ- 
ing Tuesday to the ministry’s Okinawa 
Defense Bureau, Nakaima expressed his 


frustration over not knowing if the new 
government would follow the realignment 
pact. 

“If the new government is to review 
[the entire realignment plan], what is 
this assessment for?” he said at a news 
conference. 

Nakaima also stressed that he has shown 
support to move the air field to Camp 
Schwab only because it removes the dan- 
ger posed at it’s current location, Marine 
Corps Air Station Futenma, which sits in 
the center of a heavy-populated area. Mov- 
ing the facility to a less-populated site on 
Okinawa was the second option, not the 
best, he said.

concrete plan as soon as possible,” he said. 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State Kurt 
Campbell, the State Department’s top Asia 
policy official, said he would like to see a 
breakthrough before President Barack 
Obama arrives in Japan next month.

WASHINGTON — Veterans 
Affairs officials added three new 
illnesses Tuesday to the list of 
diagnoses connected to Agent 
Orange, allowing quicker health 
care claims for Vietnam veter- 
ans suffering from Parkinson’s 
disease, hairy cell leukemia and 
ischemic heart disease. 

The move follows a study by 
the nongovernmental Institute 
of Medicine. The group has been 
studying the effects of Agent Or- 
ange since the early 1990s and 
this summer suggested a link 
between those diseases and the 
toxic Agent Orange chemicals. 

In a statement, VA Secretary 
Eric Shinseki said the additions 
bring to 15 the number of “pre- 
sumed” sicknesses linked to Agent 
Orange. Others include prostate 
cancer and Hodgkin’s disease. 

Veterans with those conditions 
will not have to prove any connec- 
tion between their sickness and 
their military service when filing 
a health benefits claim. 

“We must do better reviews of 
illnesses that may be connected 
to service, and we will,” Shinseki 
said. “Veterans who endure health 
problems deserve timely deci- 
sions based on solid evidence.” 

At the height of the Vietnam 
War, U.S. military commanders 
used Agent Orange — a nick- 
name for a host of herbicides — to 
destroy the thick jungle canopy 
concealing guerilla fighters.

linked to serious health problems 
in both civilians and troops, and 
later in their children, as well. 
Military records estimate that 
more than 2.6 million U.S. ser- 
vicemembers may have been ex- 
posed to Agent Orange between 
1965 and 1970. 

VA officials said that up to 
250,000 veterans may benefit 
from the latest change. In a state- 
ment, Veterans of Foreign Wars 
national commander Thomas 
Tradewell Sr., a Vietnam veteran, 
called the additions a significant 
change and praised Shinseki. 

“The VA is saying ‘we believe 
you, which will enable more vet- 
erans to receive the health care 
and benefits they earned and de- 
serve,” he said.

Ten soldiers testified in Iraq this weekend that 
Pvt. Keiffer Wilhelm was brutally hazed by his 
superiors in the days before he committed suicide 
with a self-inflicted gunshot wound on Aug. 4, USA 
Today reported. 

In an Article 32 hearing to decide whether Staff 
Sgt. Bob Clements and Sgt. Enoch Chatman will 
face trial for cruelty and maltreatment of Wilhelm 
and others, soldiers recounted how Wilhelm was 
verbally abused and made to endure periods of 
grueling exercise as punishment for infractions, ac- 
cording to the paper. 

During testimony, Sgt. Branan Lawrence said 
Chatman and Clements told him before Wilhelm, 
19, had even arrived: “We got a new guy. Don’t go 
easy on him.” 


The Army has not accused Clements and Chap- 
man of directly causing Wilhelm’s death, but the 
prosecution is seeking to prove that a culture of 
abuse was created and ultimately culminated in 
Wilhelm’s suicide, USA Today wrote. 

The unit’s combat medic, Sgt. James Thompson, 
testified that he confronted Clements after another 
soldier, Spc. Matthew Buchwitz, collapsed from de- 
hydration following a similar punitive exercise ses- 
sion in June. 

“T told him in no way did I want to tell him how to 
discipline his soldier or run his platoon, but ... I just 
couldn’t have that anymore because it was danger- 
ous,” Thompson testified. “He didn’t take my advice 
and said he would do as he saw fit.” 

Clements, 29, of Eastland, Texas, faces up to 25 
years in prison, and Chatman 30, of West Covina, 
Calif., faces 10 years. 


Brain: Military reaches far and wide for help combating TBI

Military research has prompted greater 
use of new medical imaging techniques 
that let doctors detect brain abnormalities 
they couldn’t see before. Hand-held com- 
puter tests and back-pocket concussion-as- 
sessment cards — devised for professional 
sports teams but refined and promoted by 
the military — are making their way to the 
sidelines of youth sports. And military re- 
search has prompted trauma physicians to 
look for spasms in the brain’s blood vessels 
after an injury — a sign that more aggres- 
sive actions must be taken to avert death 


and post-traumatic epilepsy. 

More improvements, including blood 
tests that could detect the severity of brain 
trauma, are on the horizon. 

“Our motto is ‘learn as we treat,” says 
Col. Michael S. Jaffee, a physician who 
directs the Defense and Veterans Brain 
Injury Center.Military physicians initially 
may have turned to the civilian medical 
community to guide their treatment of 
brain injury, says Dr. Jamshid Ghajar, a 
Cornell University neurosurgeon who di- 
rects the Brain Trauma Foundation. But 
now, the Pentagon’s money, experience 
and team approach have turned the tables, 


making the military the leader in the field, 
he says. 

To improve the prevention, diagnosis and 
treatment of a concussion, the Pentagon and 
Veterans Affairs have recruited widely. 

The military turned to sports-medicine 
specialists for help making a decision that 
coaches and players face when they sus- 
pect a collision has resulted in a concus- 
sion: whether to take a player out of the 
game or a Soldier off the battlefield. 

The result of the collaboration was the 
MACE card — short for Military Acute 
Concussion Evaluation — that every mili- 
tary medic in Iraq or Afghanistan carries. 


It is a paper-and-pencil adaptation of a com- 
puter-based test called ImPACT, designed 
for coaches and trainers to gauge the pres- 
ence and severity of concussive symptoms. 

Such common ground also includes a 
growing concern for the long-term effects 
of these injuries. 

In September 2008, the Defense Depart- 
ment and the NFL convened a conference 
to share news and research on traumatic 
brain injury, including the biomechanics 
of brain injury, new helmet designs, con- 
cussion prevention, and better ways to di- 
agnose and assess traumatic brain injury 
on the sidelines and in the hospital.

BAMBERG, Germany — The 
Bamberg community welcomed 
home the last of some 300 Ger- 
many-based soldiers of the 16th 
Sustainment Brigade early Sun- 
day morning, officially ending 
the troops’ 15-month tour to Iraq. 

Days after they arrived in 
Iraq, the Defense Department 
announced that all future Army 
deployments would be cut to 12 
months, meaning the 16th bri- 
gade’s soldiers would be the last 
who had to spend more than a 
year in the desert, brigade offi- 
clals said. 

“Tt was a bunch of B.S., but what 


can we do about it now?” said Sgt. 
Nikifor Banchoff, who returned 
on Sunday and was conducting a 
post-deployment health examina- 
tion Tuesday in Bamberg. “We 
had a mission we had to accom- 
plish, and it was annoying seeing 
units come and go while being 
deployed with units only serving 
12 months after they arrived,” he 
said. 

On Sunday morning, 169 sol- 
diers returned to their families 
and friends on the base in Bam- 
berg. A week earlier, 161 soldiers 
from the unit returned home. 

The brigade, based at Qayyarah 
Airfield, known as Q-West, was 
responsible for delivering tons 


of supplies to soldiers based in 
northern Iraq. The brigade head- 
quarters, about 190 miles north of 
Baghdad, supported 15 battalions, 
according to brigade commander 
Col. Martin Pitts, who wrote 
about the unit’s accomplishments 
in a letter to families before the 
unit returned home. 

None of the soldiers from the 
headquarters unit lost their lives 
during the deployment. 

The brigade completed 6,000 
convoy logistical patrols, driv- 
ing more than 6 million miles to 
ensure all the soldiers in Multi- 
National Division-North got the 
supplies and equipment they 
needed, Pitts said. 


Afghanistan's Karzai accused of meddling

KABUL — Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai’s top challenger in 
disputed elections alleged Tues- 
day the embattled head of state 
engineered the resignation of a 
chief fraud investigator to cast 
doubt over a process that may 
force a runoff vote. 

Results from the Aug. 20 elec- 
tions have been delayed by more 
than a month because of massive 
fraud allegations. A five-member, 
U.N.-backed panel is investigating 
the charges, and its decision on 
how many votes to throw out will 
determine whether Karzai wins 
outright — as preliminary results 
show — or if a runoff is required. 


One of two Afghans on the Elec- 
toral Complaints Commission, 
Maulavi Mustafa Barakzai, re- 
signed Monday because, he said, 
the three foreigners on the panel 
were “making all decisions on 
their own.” 

A deputy campaign manager for 
former Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Abdullah, Karzai’s top challenger, 
called the resignation a move by 
the Karzai campaign to call into 
question the validity of the fraud 
investigations. 

In some of the latest violence 
reported in the troubled nation, 
Afghan forces killed 15 insurgents 
in southern Kandahar province 
during fighting Monday that also 
left one police officer dead, the

U.K. troop return

BAGHDAD — Iraqi lawmak- 
ers Tuesday approved the return 
of a limited number of British 
troops to Iraq to help protect the 
country’s southern oil ports — an 
area where Iraq is lagging in its 
ability to provide security. 

Iraq’s parliament approved the 
security agreement with Britain 
months after the military con- 
tingent was forced to pull out be- 
cause a United Nations mandate 
allowing British troops to legally 
operate in the country expired. 

Under the agreement in parlia- 
ment Tuesday, about 100 British 
troops would return for about a 
year to provide protection to the 
oil sites and train Iraqi forces. 
Iraq’s president and two vice 
presidents still must sign off on 
the agreement. 

The deal limits British military 
operations in Iraq strictly to naval 
operations at the southern port of 
Umm Qasr, said Jabir Khalifa 
Jabir, from the parliament’s oil 
and gas committee. 

Britain had about 40,000 troops 
in Iraq following the 2003 U.S.- 
led invasion, but withdrew almost 
all its forces earlier this year. A 
contingent of about 100 to 150 
troops who were training Iraq’s 
new navy remained, but those 
forces were moved to Kuwait 
when Iraq’s parliament went on 


DOD: Recruiting year 
best since 1973 


WASHINGTON — The De- 
fense Department says it has just 
finished the best recruiting year 
since the all-volunteer military 
was established in the U.S. in 
1973. 

The department’s head of per- 
sonnel, Bill Carr, says all services 
met their goals for active-duty 
and reserve recruiting and that 
the quality of recruits improved 
during the budget year that ended 
Sept. 30. 

He told a Pentagon news con- 
ference that it is because the 
department continued to spend 
strongly on finding recruits as 
fewer jobs were available in the 
civilian world due to the nation’s 
economic problems.

U.S. Ambassador Christopher 
Hill and Army Gen. Ray Odierno, 
the top American military com- 
mander in Iraq, issued a joint 
statement Tuesday urging Iraq’s 
parliament to reach a consensus 
on the election law. 

Elsewhere, an Iraqi police of- 
ficial said six people were killed 
and eight wounded in a market 
blast Tuesday north of Baghdad. 

Major Ghalib al-Kharki, the 
media official in Diyala provincial 
police, said the blast took place in 
the town of Buhriz, about 35 miles 
north of Baghdad. 


Japan to end naval 
refueling mission 


TOKYO — Japan will end its 
naval refueling mission in sup- 
port of U.S.-led operations in Af- 
ghanistan next January, officials 
said Tuesday. 

Defense Minister Toshimi 
Kitazawa said Japan would pull 
out its two naval ships from the 
Indian Ocean operation when 
their current mandate expires in 
January. The refueling mission 
began in 2001. 

Prime Minister Yukio Hatoya- 
ma, who took office last month, 
has opposed the mission, saying 
Japan should take other mea- 
sures to help Afghanistan restore 
peace.

WASHINGTON — With support 
from a lone Republican, a Key Sen- 
ate committee Tuesday approved 
a middle-of-the-road health care 
plan that moves President Barack 
Obama’s goal of wider and afford- 
able coverage a giant step closer to 
becoming law. 

Maine Republican Olympia 
Snowe said she was laying aside 
misgivings for now and voting 
to advance the bill, a sweeping 
$829 billon, 10-year health care 
remake that would help most 
Americans get coverage without 
creating a new government in- 
surance plan. 

At the White House, Obama 
called the events “a _ critical 
milestone” toward remaking the 
nation’s health care system. He 
praised Snowe as well as Sen. 
Max Baucus, D-Mont., chairman 
of the committee, and declared, 
“We are going to get this done.” 

There were fresh challenges. 
Within minutes of the vote, labor 
unions and large business organi- 
zations both demanded changes 
in the bill, which was an attempt 
at a middle-of-the-road mea- 
sure fashioned by the committee 
under Baucus’ leadership.

“There’s a lot in this bill that’s 
just a consensus that needs to be 
done, but there are other provi- 
sions of this bill that raise a lot of 
questions,” Grassley said.

The assault on the military 
headquarters also was planned 
there, he said. But he said the 
fighters who carried it out were 
from a Taliban-allied sect based 
in Pakistan’s Punjabi heartland. 
Punjabi militant groups have 





long existed, but in the past they 
were nurtured by intelligence 
agencies to focus their attacks on 
Pakistan’s archrival, India. Their 
alliance with the Pashtun-domi- 
nated Taliban indicates they are 
now “up for hire” and represent 
yet another foe, military analyst 
Shuja Nawaz said. 

“Their involvement means that 
their break with the military and 
the (intelligence services) is now 
complete,” said Nawaz, head of 
the South Asia Center at the At- 
lantic Council in Washington. 
“The question is: Will the mili- 
tary have the capacity to take op- 
erations against them?” 

Previous military offensives in 
South Waziristan have failed, and 
the attack on the army headquar- 
ters — which security forces had 
warned about, Pakistani news- 
papers reported — raised doubts 
about the army’s readiness. 

But Abbas argued that the as- 
sault highlighted the capability 
of security forces, who prevented 
militants from venturing far into 
the compound and rescued 39 of 
42 hostages. Military officials 
were “still judging the situation” 
in South Waziristan and waiting 
for the “right time,” he said. 

The United States has encour- 
aged the offensive into the region, 
which it views as a hornet’s nest 
of insurgents.

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Pakistani jets bombing 
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militants on Afghan border

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, Pakistan — Pakistani 
jets bombed militant targets in the main insurgent 
stronghold along the Afghan border Tuesday ahead 
of an expected ground offensive there, while the 
army killed 26 insurgents elsewhere in the north- 
west, authorities said. 

The army’s resolve to launch the offensive has 
been deepened by a recent series of bold and deadly 
attacks. On Tuesday, the Taliban claimed respon- 
sibility for a suicide assault Monday that killed 41 
people, including soldiers, in a northwest district 
next to the troubled Swat region. 

The army says 80 percent of the militant attacks 
plaguing nuclear-armed Pakistan are planned from 
South Waziristan, while the United States says insur- 
gent leaders blamed for spiraling violence in Afghan- 
istan are also based in the lawless, remote area. 








The army and the government have agreed to 
launch what is expected to be a bloody and difficult 
ground operation in the mountainous region. For 
the past three months, jets have been bombing tar- 
gets in the region, and the military has been trying 
to cut off militant supply and communication lines. 
Authorities are also trying to secure the support of 
militant factions that in the past have agreed not to 
attack Pakistani troops. 

Bombing runs Tuesday destroyed around 15 
houses in the Makeen, Ladha and Barwand regions 
of South Waziristan, a local intelligence official said 
on condition of anonymity. 

No army spokesman was available to comment. 
However, the military said in a statement that ter- 
rorists fired 31 rockets at a convoy of security forc- 
es in South Waziristan on Tuesday, wounding two 
soldiers. 
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U.N. to appeal 
for storm aid

MANILA, Philippines — The 
U.N. will appeal for tens of mil- 
lions of dollars in fresh aid for 
the Philippines in addition to 
$44 million already pledged for 
the Southeast Asian nation as it 
grapples with massive destruc- 
tion from back-to-back storms, a 
top official said Tuesday. 

A typhoon on the heels of last 
month’s tropical storm triggered 
landslides and widespread flood- 
ing in the northern Philippines, 
killing at least 669 people since 
Sept. 26. About 6 million people 
have been affected, and the cost 
of damage is estimated at $336 
million, officials said. 

The U.N. flash appeal for $74 
million in aid for the Philippines 
has so far generated $19 million, 
and another $25 million has been 
committed separately, said John 
Holmes, the U.N. undersecre- 
tary for humanitarian affairs and 
emergency relief. 

The U.N. is ready to call for 
more aid after a final assessment 
of the extent of damage is made. 

He said he was impressed that 
major donors had maintained 
their humanitarian aid budget 
despite domestic pressures from 
the global economic crisis. 

The Philippine crisis will likely 
reinforce focus on climate change 
with the idea of putting in place 
measures to adapt to extreme 
weather events, Holmes said. 
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Russia balks at more Iran sanctions

MOSCOW — Russia pushed 
back Tuesday at U.S. efforts to 
threaten tough new _ sanctions 
if Iran fails to prove its nuclear 
program is peaceful, a setback to 
the Obama administration’s de- 
sire to present a united front with 
Moscow. 

After meeting with U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Sergey Lavrov said Moscow 
believed that such threats would 
not persuade Iran to comply and 
that negotiations should continue 
to be pursued. 

“At the current stage, all forces 
should be thrown at supporting the 
negotiating process,” he told re- 
porters at a joint news conference 
with Clinton. “Threats, sanctions 
and threats of pressure in the cur- 
rent situation, we are convinced, 
would be counterproductive.” 

Russian President Dmitry Med- 
vedev said then that while sanc- 
tions are rarely productive “in 
some cases they are inevitable.” 
Lavrov stressed on Tuesday that 
Medvedev meant only that sanc- 
tions would be considered when 
all political and diplomatic efforts 
are exhausted. 

Clinton, who met later with 
Medvedev, said she had not asked 
for Moscow’s specific support for 
actually imposing sanctions. But 
U.S. officials said they were dis- 
appointed that Lavrov had come

out against even the threat of new 
penalties. 

Beyond Iran, Lavrov said U.S. 
and Russia negotiators have made 
“considerable” progress toward 
reaching agreement on a new 
strategic arms treaty. The 1991 
Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty, 


or START, expires in December, 
and negotiators have been racing 
to agree on a successor. 

The two diplomats also dis- 
cussed possible cooperation on 
missile defense following Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s decision not 
to proceed with Bush administra- 


tion plans to base such a system in 
eastern Europe. 

Also on the agenda were Af- 
ghanistan, nuclear-armed North 
Korea, NATO expansion, the situ- 
ation in Georgia after its conflict 
with Russia last year, human 
rights and arms control.

Site’s charms starting to wear thin 


witter continues to lose some of its most-followed music 
celebs. Days after teen star Miley Cyrus removed her 
account, perpetual ranter Courtney Love has disap- 
peared from the social-networking service. Love’s Twitter 
disappeared without warning, but its removal came soon 
after Love’s teenage daughter, Frances Bean Cobain, laid into 
young Ali Lohan. 

Cyrus, however, isn’t disappearing so quietly. 

With rumors that she left Twitter at the behest of supposed 
love interest Liam Hemsworth, the tween star and their 
friends channeled all their non-tweeting free time into a short, 
cheesy rap. 

“T stopped living for moments and started living for people,” 
Cyrus sings, adding, “Everything that I type and everything I 
do / All those lame gossip sites take it and they make it news.” 

Cyrus admits to some withdrawals, as well as missing Dane 
Cook’s latest updates, but promises no more “fake feuds” with 
Demi Lovato. 

Cyrus was leaving Twitter while she was on top. According 
to data from BigChampagne, Cyrus had the third-most Twit- 
ter followers among musicians as of Oct. 6, with more than 2.2 
million users tracking her updates. Only Britney Spears and 
John Mayer had more. 


But Cyrus and Love aren’t the only high-profile musicians 
to disappear from the site. British singer Lily Allen, who 
ranks No. 9 among active Twitter musicians, hasn’t updated 
since Sept. 28, going quiet 
after taking heat for her views 
on Internet file-sharing. Ear- 
lier this year, Nine Inch Nails’

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FBI agents delve into DMV photos in search of fugitives

RALEIGH, N.C. 

n its search for fugitives, the FBI has 

begun using facial-recognition tech- 

nology on millions of motorists, com- 

paring driver’s license photos with 

pictures of convicts in a high-tech analysis 
of chin widths and nose sizes. 

The projectin North Carolinahas already 
helped nab at least one suspect. Agents are 
eager to look for more criminals and pos- 
sibly to expand the effort nationwide. But 
privacy advocates worry that the method 
allows authorities to track people who have 
done nothing wrong. 

“Everybody’s participating, essentially, 
in a virtual lineup by getting a driver’s li- 
cense,” said Christopher Calabrese, an at- 
torney who focuses on privacy issues at the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

Earlier this year, investigators learned

Corrales, and an FBI analyst reviewed a 
gallery of images before zeroing in on a 
man who called himself Jose Solis. 

A week later, after corroborating Cor- 
rales’ identity, agents arrested him in High 
Point, southwest of Greensboro, where 
they believe he had built a new life under 
the assumed name. Corrales is scheduled 
for a preliminary hearing in Los Angeles 
later this month. 

“Running facial recognition is not very 
labor-intensive at all,” analyst Michael 
Garcia said. “If I can probe a hundred fu- 
gitives and get one or two, that’s a home 
run.” 

Facial-recognition software is not en- 
tirely new, but the North Carolina project 
is the first major step for the FBI as it con- 
siders expanding use of the technology to 
find fugitives nationwide. 

So-called biometric information that is 
unique to each person also includes fin- 
gerprints and DNA. More distant possibili- 
ties include iris patterns in the eye, voices,

scent and even a person’s gait. 

FBI officials have organized a panel of 
authorities to study how best to increase 
use of the software. It will take at least a 
year to establish standards for license pho- 
tos, and there’s no timetable to roll out the 
program nationally. 

Calabrese said Americans should be 


concerned about how their driver’s licens- 
es are being used. 

Licenses “started as a permission to 
drive,” he said. “Now you need them to 
open a bank account. You need them to 
be identified everywhere. And suddenly 
they’re becoming the de facto law enforce- 
ment database.” 


State and federal laws allow driver’s li- 
cense agencies to release records for law 
enforcement, and local agencies have ac- 
cess to North Carolina’s database, too. But 
the FBI is not authorized to collect and 
store the photos. That means the facial-rec- 
ognition analysis must be done at the North 
Carolina Division of Motor Vehicles. 

“Unless the person’s a criminal, we 
would not have a need to have that in- 
formation in the system,” said Kim Del 
Greco, who oversees the FBI’s biometrics 
division. “I think that would be a privacy 
concern. We’re staying away from that.” 

Dan Roberts, assistant director of the 
FBI’s Criminal Justice Information Ser- 
vices Division, added: “We’re not inter- 
ested in housing a

The technology allowed the DMV to 
quickly highlight 28 different photos of one 
man who was apparently using many iden- 
tities. It also identified one person who, as 
part of a sex change, came in with plucked 
eyebrows, long flowing hair and a new 
name — but the same radiant smile. 

The system is not always right. Investi- 
gators used one DMV photo of an Associ- 
ated Press reporter to search for a second 
DMV photo, but the system first returned 
dozens of other people, including a North 
Carolina terrorism suspect who had some 
similar facial features. 

The images from the reporter and ter- 
ror suspect scored a likeness of 72 percent, 
below the mid-80s that officials consider a 
solid hit. 

Marc Rotenberg, executive director of 
the Electronic Privacy Information Cen- 
ter, questioned whether the facial-recog- 
nition systems that were pushed after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks are accurate or even 
worthwhile. 

“We don’t have good photos of terror- 
ists,’ Rotenberg said. “Most of the facial- 
recognition systems today are built on 
state DMV records because that’s where 
the good photos are. It’s not where the ter- 
rorists are.”

Tips for navigating new mortgage rules

With low mortgage rates and 
a federal incentive for first-time 
homebuyers, you might be en- 
ticed to buy a place or refinance 
the one you’re in. 

But new regulations on brokers, 
appraisers and mortgage lenders 
have changed the rules for getting 
or refinancing a mortgage.

Get a fixed-rate mortgage. The 
vast majority of buyers and refi- 
nancers are better off with a rate 
that won’t change, Siegel and Ver- 
million agree.

Shopping for a credit card is a 
lot more complicated than it used 
to be. 

That might be a hard pill to 
swallow if your terms were unfa- 
vorably tweaked in the past year 
and you’re itching to take your 
business elsewhere. You may find 
other banks aren’t clamoring to 
steal you away. 

If you don’t believe it, just check 
your mail. 

This year, the number of credit 
card offers sent to households is 
forecast to sink 60 percent to 1.5 
billion, after falling 71 percent 
last year, accord- 
ing to market 


research firm 
Synovate. 
That said, 


banks still want 
the best custom- 
ers, and even 
those with spotty 
credit histories 
have options. 

Either way, 
it’s best to do 
your homework 
before rashly clos- 
ing an account or trying to open 
a new one. 

To size up your desirability asa 
customer, start by checking your 
credit report. 

You’re entitled to one free re- 
port a year from each of the credit 
bureaus, Equifax, Experian and 
TransUnion. If your report lists 
any collections, you can bet your 
score won’t be great. 

Your report won’t give your ac- 
tual score, however; you need to 
pay $10 or more for that, depend- 
ing on the agency. 

Or you can go to myFico.com 
and pay $15.95, which also gets 
you access to a calculator that 
lets you see how actions, such as 
paying off a debt, would improve 
your score. 

If you don’t want to pay, you can 
take a quiz at CreditCards.com to 
get an estimate of the range you 
might fall into. Of course, the re- 
sults might be off significantly 
since the 10 questions are broad, 
and you may inadvertently mis- 
report your credit history. 

Regardless of which path you 
choose, your score will generally 
fall into the categories of excel- 
lent (750 or higher), good (660 to 
749), fair (620 to 659) and poor 
(350 to 619). 

Getting a new card shouldn’t 
be a problem for anyone with ex- 
cellent credit. 

If your credit is fair to good, 
you can probably get approved 
for a major bank card, but your 
interest rate might be as much

as 8 percentage points higher 
than someone with excellent 
credit. For example, you might 
be charged a 20 percent APR, in- 
stead of 12 percent. 

You can probably still get a card 
if you have a poor credit score. 
But expect a slew of fees that 
might not make it worthwhile. 

Before you apply, consider 
whether you also might be seek- 
ing a mortgage or car loan in the 
next year. 

Applying for a new card can 
shave a few points off your score, 
since it generally gets dinged 
when your report reflects that 
you’ve sought additional credit. 
The same is true 

if you open a new 

card, since the 
new account will 
bring down the 
average length 
of your credit 
history. 

For the near 
term, however, 
a difference of 
just a few points 
could end up 
costing you, 

or determining 
whether you even 
qualify for a loan. 

Once you determine that you’re 
ready for a new card, figure out 
what you want out of it. 

If you’re prone to carrying a 
balance, for example, your top 
priority should be a low interest 
rate. 

Also be on the lookout for bal- 
ance-transfer fees; many banks 
now charge up to 5 percent, in- 
stead of the 3 percent fees from 
a year ago, McBride said. Some 
banks also are removing the lim- 
its on those fees. 

If you pay off your bill every 
month, on the other hand, interest 
rates have no bearing on you and 
the world of rewards opens up. 
All you have to decide is whether 
you want cash back, merchandise 
or miles. 

If you’ve got a bad credit score, 
one option is a secured credit 
card. 

The catch is that you’ll need to 
put down a deposit equal to the 
amount of your credit line, and 
you'll likely be charged a mem- 
bership fee (around $50) and a 
setup fee (around $70 to $100). 

The upshot is that a secured 
card is a way to rebuild your 
credit history. After about a year 
or so, the bank will likely start 
giving you more favorable terms. 

Otherwise, your odds of getting 
a card with a major bank aren’t 
good if your score is less than 
fair. And you need to be wary of 
the unsecured cards available to 
those with poor credit. 
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California recognizes gay activist Harvey Milk

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Slain 
gay rights activist Harvey Milk 
will get a special day of recogni- 
tion in California, making him 
only the second person in state 
history — in addition to conserva- 
tionist John Muir — to gain such 
a designation. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
signing of the bill establishing 
“Harvey Milk Day” each May 22, 
Milk’s birthday, was announced 
Monday. 


In the interim, Milk was posthu- 
mously awarded the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom in August and 
was the subject of a movie for 
which Sean Penn won the Acad- 
emy Award for best actor. 

Penn spoke out in favor of the 
bill last spring, saying he didn’t 
want to insult Schwarzenegger’s 
intelligence by assuming the gov- 
ernor would again oppose creat- 
ing Harvey Milk Day. 

“He has become much more of 
a symbol of the gay community 
than he was a year ago because 
of those things,’ Schwarzeneg- 
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from last year: He’s really come 
to symbolize the gay community 


in California.” 

In his veto message a 
year ago, the Republi- 
can governor said Milk 
should be honored lo- 
cally by those who were 
most impacted by his 
contributions. He did 
not write a signing mes- 
sage this year saying 
why he flip-flopped. 

Milk was a leader in 
the gay rights movement 
who was elected to the

the nation’s first openly gay man 
elected to public office in a major 


USS. city. 

A year later, Milk 
played a prominent 
role in defeat of the so- 
called Briggs Initiative, 
a ballot proposition that 
would have prevented 
gays and lesbians from 
teaching in the state’s 
public schools.

“cool flight suit.” I heard a lieutenant who 
is proud to be an Army aviator and is proud 
to serve with others who are a cut above 
the rest. (Yes, I said it — “a cut above the 
rest.”) 

Army officials didn’t make the process 
of becoming a pilot strenuous because they 
thought it would be fun. There is a reason 
why the whole process — from selection 
through flight training — accepts only the 
applicants who cannot just meet standards, 
but exceed standards.

Weapons failure at a dangerous time

the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq are no 
exception. 

The Associated Press reports that a 
study by a U.S. military historian of a battle 
in 2008, in which the Taliban surrounded a 
remote outpost in Afghanistan, raises the 
question: Do U.S. armed forces have the 
best guns money can buy? 

“Despite the military’s insistence that 
they do, a small but vocal number of troops 
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in Afghanistan and Iraq has complained 
that the standard-issue M-4 rifles need too 
much maintenance and jam at the worst 
possible times,” the AP wrote. 

The M-4 is an updated version of the 
Vietnam-era M-16. Similar questions have 
been raised about the heavier M-249 Squad 
Automatic Weapon, which, along with the 
M-4, is a standard weapon for small units. 

In that attack at Wanat a year ago July, 
nine U.S. soldiers were killed and 27 wound- 
ed. A study by a historian from the Army 
Combat Studies Institute at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., found instances in that battle 
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of weapons seizing up when they had been 
fired until the barrels were white-hot. 

The soldiers at Wanat insisted that their 
weapons had been meticulously cleaned, 
cared for and inspected. One would sur- 
mise that as much as these weapons are 
used, the failure rate is statistically very 
low, but that’s no great comfort when the 
Taliban come swarming out of the hills. 

The failures at Wanat require a thor- 
ough investigation by weapons experts. ... 
It’s not enough that the weapons have to be 
superb; the soldiers carrying them have to 
have faith that they are.

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Reading between lines of Obamas poetry

C C A ll bad poetry springs from gen- 
uine feeling,” Oscar Wilde once 
remarked. 

Irving Kristol took Wilde’s observation 
and ran with it. “The amateur’s feelings 
are sincere enough — why else should he 
be writing poetry? — but he takes the writ- 
ing of poetry to be more important than 
the poem itself,’ Kristol noted in his influ- 
ential 1972 essay, “Symbolic Politics and 
Liberal Reform.” “For him, writing poetry 
is a kind of symbolic action, in which he 
liberates his most earnest sentiments, and 
it is in this impatient action and in this in- 
stant liberation that he seeks fulfillment.” 

The successful poet, meanwhile, under- 
stands that good poetry is ultimately not 
about the experience of the author but of 
the reader. “He understands that a plea of 
sincerity is of no account in the ultimate 
court of literary judgment, which will look 
at the poem itself and simply ask: Does it 
work? 

“Tt seems to me,” Kristol wrote, “that the 
politics of liberal reform, in recent years, 
shows many of the same characteristics 
as amateur poetry. It has been more con- 
cerned with the kind of symbolic action 
that gratifies the passions of the reform- 
er than with the efficacy of the reforms 
themselves.” 

Kristol — who died last month, prompt- 
ing me to reread him — dubbed this 
heart-on-your-sleeve approach the “New 
Politics,” and he lamented that it had taken 
over the Democratic Party. 

For Kristol, the “outstanding charac- 
teristic” of the New Politics was its “in- 
sistence on the overwhelming importance 
of revealing, in the public realm, one’s in- 
tense feelings — we must ‘care,’ we must 
‘be concerned, we must be ‘committed.’ 


Unsurprisingly, this goes along with an im- 
mense indifference to consequences.” 

During the 1990s, Bill Clinton represent- 
ed the high-water mark of the New Politics. 
Clinton bit his lip, rheumied up his eyes on 
cue and conveyed a warm fog of empathy 
wherever he went. If in trouble, his first in- 
stinct wasn’t to defend results but to testify 
(his critics would call it whining) about 
how he’d been “working so hard.” 

In 2000, his wife, Hillary, one-upped 
him as a master of the New Politics, win- 
ning a Senate seat as a carpetbagger by 
telling New Yorkers the only issue in the 
race was which candidate would be the 
most concerned about the issues that con- 
cern New Yorkers. 

That same year, the New Politics be- 
came bipartisan. Contrary to claims from 
both its left-wing critics and right-wing 
fans, President George W. Bush’s “compas- 
sionate conservatism” was not an alterna- 
tive to Clinton’s feel-your-pain liberalism; 
it was a Republican version of it. Unlike 
his father, W. was obsessed with convinc- 
ing voters, particularly swing voters, that 
he cared, that he was a “different kind of 
conservative.” When somebody hurts, he 
said, government has to move. By the end 
of his presidency, compassionate conserva- 
tism was in tatters. The left couldn’t spot 
any compassion; the right couldn’t identify 
much conservatism. 

But Bush succeeded in conjuring forth 
the greatest expression of the New Poli- 
tics in living memory: Barack Obama. 
Whether it was good or bad, one thing was 
clear about his candidacy: It was all about 
the poetry of “genuine feeling.” The man 
himself may have been cool and aloof, but 
supporting him was a statement of passion, 
of self-image. He made supporters feel 
good about themselves. “We are the ones 
we’ve been waiting for,” he said. “We are 





the change that we seek.” Obama insisted 
that his rhetoric wasn’t “just words” but 
something greater, more profound — cer- 
tainly not the “bad poetry” that Wilde and 
Kristol attacked. But it was hard to find 
the substance. “What’s troubling about the 
campaign,” warned liberal historian Sean 
Wilentz, “is that it’s gone beyond hope and 
change to redemption.” 

The campaign officially ended in No- 
vember, but Obama has spent much of his 
presidency acting as if he hadn’t gotten the 
news. The problem is that Obama’s New 
Politics approach is great for a presiden- 
tial campaign, and it can even work for a 
presidency — when times are going well, 
as they were in the 1990s. But when times 
are tough, as they are now, Americans 


want decisions, action, progress. 

That is certainly the case for the pres- 
ident’s own political base, which seemed 
almost as annoyed with his Nobel Peace 
Prize as his opponents did. They want to 
stop celebrating his potential and start 
celebrating his accomplishments — which 
means getting something more concrete 
than words on health care, jobs, the war 
and, increasingly, gay rights. And if that 
spells the end of “New Politics,” then good 
riddance. 

Obama’s feelings are both sincere and 
genuine, as Wilde and Kristol would say. 
But we are at the point at which the gifted 
poet must distinguish himself from the 
amateur. Is the poetry a means to an actual 
end? Or is it all there is? 


Lion’s share of work to save species not yet done

ust 50 years ago there were close toa 
e) tain lions in Africa — about 

450,000 in all. Today there are be- 
tween 16,000 and 23,000. And yet, unlike 
elephants (a far more numerous species), 
lions have no protection under the inter- 
national accord governing such matters. 

Big cats are in trouble everywhere. The 
number of tigers has dipped below 3,000. 
Indeed, as we look at the lion population 
today, it’s the shadow of the tiger’s history 
that scares me most. Tiger bones are used 
extensively in the East for medicines and 
mythological (read nonsense) cures for ail- 
ments or limp libidos, and the demand is 
increasing. A growing demand and a dis- 
appearing supply is a formula for disaster. 

The solution we are seeing play out is 
a switch from tiger bones to lion bones, 
which can be easily sold off as tiger bones. 
It’s ironic that the most famous animal in 
Africa, perhaps in the world, can’t even 
be poached on its own value but only as a 
“mock tiger.” 

This week the Convention on Internation- 
al Trade in Endangered Species (CITES) 
is meeting to decide whether lions, whose 
numbers have declined by 50 percent in 
the past 20 years, are worthy of protection 
under Appendix I to the convention: the 
listing of the most endangered animals. 
The problem is that the safari hunting in- 
dustry and buyers in Asia are opposing it, 
because such a decree would limit what 
they can do with the trophies. Fact: Ap- 
pendix I does not mean you can’t shoot a 
lion — it means you can’t import the skin 





to hang on the wall. And the answer to the 
question we are asked a thousand times is: 
Yes, you can still go to Africa to kill a lion. 

CITES needs a country to sponsor the 
motion for lion protection. We can’t, so far, 
get one to put its hand up first, to take on 
the issue and save lions. No one will risk of- 
fending big safari hunting lobbies. It would 
seem that many are just not thinking this 
through. Extinction threatens by the year 
2020. Then there will be no lions to hunt, 
or to protect. 

(Meanwhile another ominous develop- 
ment poses a further threat to wildlife. A 
pesticide is being used by poachers to kill 
lions and many other animals. Sprinkled 


on meat, it kills lions, hyenas, vultures and 
other creatures in minutes.) 

We don’t have much time. The biggest 
threat isn’t hunters, poachers or poison 
makers — it is our own complacency, the 
lazy hope that someone else is taking care 
of the great beasts of Africa. 

Lions and other large predators are dis- 
appearing even as we learn more about the 
collapse of entire ecosystems. The $200 
billion a year reaped from ecotourism will 
be lost, causing suffering among communi- 
ties all over Africa that rely on this trade. 

As explorers in residence at National 
Geographic, my wife, Beverly, and I are 
calling on everyone with even a remote in- 


terest in big cats, or in Africa, to make sure 
that these wild systems keep working well. 
Scientists, conservationists — everyone 
— must come together, work together and 
support this effort now: the Big Cats Initia- 
tive. It’s a movement that doesn’t want to 
exclude a single soul or leave out any idea 
on how to reduce the conflict. We have a 
short window of time in which we can rem- 
edy this. It is closing very rapidly.

While increased production sug- 
gests increased availability — a 
good thing for those who can’t get 
enough pecan pie at Thanksgiving 
— continued rainy weather could 
hurt crop quality in major pecan- 
growing states.

USDA officials noted in a re- 
port that frequent summer rains 
produced “widespread disease 
problems” in Georgia, the nation’s 
biggest pecan producer, with an 
estimated 90 million pounds ex- 
pected this year.

California tests ignition 
devices for DUI drivers 


C A SACRAMENTO — Cali- 
fornia will test requiring 

that drivers convicted of drunken 
driving install devices that block 
vehicles from starting if alcohol is 
detected on the drivers’ breath. 

The bill by Assemblyman Mike 
Feuer, a Democrat from Los Ange- 
les, is among those signed into law 
by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

It requires installing an ignition 
interlock device on every vehicle 
owned or operated by a first-time 
DUI offender in four counties: Al- 
ameda, Los Angeles, Sacramento 
and Tulare. The law expires in 
2016. 


Ex-priest admits to baby 
with stripper mom 


F MIAMI — Former South 

Florida Catholic priest 
David Dueppen admits he fa- 
thered a baby with a former strip- 
per, and he now wants custody of 
the infant girl. 

Dueppen, 42, in court docu- 
ments filed in Miami-Dade fam- 
ily court, said he wants to be the 
primary caretaker of baby Mari- 
lyn Epiphany, who was born in 
January. 

“He has never denied paternity 
for the child and he would like 
to be very involved in the child’s 
life,” his attorney, Raymon Rafool, 
said. 

The former stripper, Beatrice 
Hernandez, 42, came forward 
last month to claim she had been 
Dueppen’s on-again, off-again 
girlfriend since meeting him at 
Porky’s strip club about seven 
years ago. He took an indefinite 
leave of absence in August, after 
Hernandez reported the baby’s 
existence to the archdiocese. 


Capone’s hideout sells 
for $2.6 million 


WAUSAU — _ Chicago 

mobster Al Capone’s old 
rural hideout, complete with guard 
towers and a stone house with 18- 
inch-thick walls, was sold for $2.6 
million to the bank that foreclosed 
on it. 

Capone — nicknamed “Scar- 
face” — headed a massive bootleg- 
ging, gambling and prostitution 
operation during Prohibition and 
raked in tens of millions of dollars. 
He was widely suspected in sever- 
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al murders but never charged. 

The bank foreclosed on the 400- 
acre wooded site not far from the 
Canadian border in April 2008 
and said the minimum bid would 
be $2.6 million. The bank had ad- 
vertised the site as “very private 
and pristine.” 


Police: Kidnapping and 
ransom story was a lie 


C GREENWICH — A Con- 

necticut family made up 
claims that it rescued three immi- 
grant relatives from a kidnapper 
by showing up with baseball bats 
at a ransom exchange meeting, ac- 
cording to police reports. 

Instead, the reports say, the fam- 
ily had arranged transportation 
to Connecticut for their relatives 
after they entered the country ille- 
gally, and a melee broke out when 
a driver asked for an additional fee 
of $60 per person to bring them to 
the family’s home. 

Greenwich Officer Martin 
O’Reilly wrote in a report that a 
federal Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement agent told him that 
“the entire kidnapping story was 
completely fabricated.” The report 
was obtained by Hearst Connecti- 
cut Newspapers through a public 
records request. 

Police say they detained nearly 
20 people after the Aug. 2 fight in a 
Greenwich shopping center park- 
ing lot.

Maureen Barrett, of Willow 
Springs, IIll., outcooked more 
than 160 competitors in the 43rd 
World’s Championship Chili Coo- 
koff, a three-day contest that 
drew thousands of chili lovers to 
a minor league baseball park in 
Charleston. 

The 52-year-old winner took the 
$25,000 top prize for a zesty bowl 
of traditional red chili, swaying 
judges seeking out a perfect blend 
of meat and spices.

Debra Jarvis, 50, of Spanish 
Fork, Utah, was behind the wheel 
of the big charter bus carrying 54 
students and Christensen when it 
left U.S. Interstate 15 about five 
miles south of Pocatello. 

John Miller, the band’s direc- 
tor, was on a different bus but said 
he was told Christensen saw the 
driver slump over and leaped up to 
grab the wheel. 

A phone call to Lake Shore Motor 
Coach Lines in Provo, the charter 
company that owns the bus that 
crashed, was unanswered. Jar- 
vis remains hospitalized in stable 
condition.

St. Louis still working to correct costly gameday giveaways

ST. LOUIS — Marc Bulger is 
expected to start this week for the 
St. Louis Rams, whether or not 
backup Kyle Boller gets cleared 
from a mild concussion. 

Whoever’s taking the snaps 
on Sunday at Jacksonville, the 
larger problem is cutting down 
on the epidemic of mistakes that 
are dragging down a winless, re- 
building team that has little mar- 
gin for error. 

The Rams (0-5) committed 
four turnovers in Sunday’s 38-10 
loss to the Vikings, three of them 
inside the Minnesota 10, and have 
totaled 10 giveaways the past 
three weeks. 

“Right now I think that’s the only 
thing that’s separating us from 
winning games,” defensive end 
Leonard Little said Monday. “The 
mistakes we’ve been making, it’s 
something we’ve got to correct. 

“We always correct them in 
practice but in the games it seems 
like everything falls apart for us.” 

Coach Steve Spagnuolo said 
during his weekly day-after news 
conference that it was “correc- 
tion day.” 

Every Monday, it seems. 

“The ball slips out of your hand, 
you miss a routine handoff, those 
are tough things to explain,” Spag- 
nuolo said. “We'll hone in on them, 
get better at them and move on.” 

The Rams (0-5) had a 400-377 
edge in total yards over unbeaten 
Minnesota (5-0) and rolled up 27 
first downs. Boller and Bulger 
were a combined 27-for-38 for 
297 yards with one touchdown 
and an interception, and the of- 
fensive line limited the dangerous 
Vikings pass rush to two sacks.

Jared Allen had a 52-yard fum- 
ble return for a touchdown after 
the ball somehow slipped out of 
Boller’s hand as he dropped back 
for a screen pass. Boller and Ste- 
ven Jackson didn’t connect on a 
handoff from the Vikings 1. Tight 
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end Daniel Fells tried to back into 
the end zone after a catch and got 
stripped. Boller threw an inter- 
ception in the end zone. 

That was more than enough to 
ensure the Rams’ 15th straight 
loss, the longest slump in the 
NFL. They’ve been outscored by 
a whopping 146-34 on the season. 


Jackson took the hit for the 
fumble, although it officially went 
to Boller. 

“Tt really hurt the team and our

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Dolphins run wild, rally past Jets 


Confusing calls on final drive lead to comeback victory

MIAMI— As coach Tony Spara- 
no’s Miami Dolphins mounted a 
comeback bid in the final minutes, 
even his players on the sideline 
wondered about the play calling. 

It had the New York Jets con- 
fused, too. 

The Dolphins snapped the ball 
to four players in their game-win- 
ning drive Monday night. They 
ran from the wildcat twice in 
the final 23 seconds, and Ronnie 
Brown’s 2-yard dash with 6 sec- 
onds left beat the Jets 31-27. 

Doubt on the Dolphins sideline 
turned to cheers. 

“That’s why we are players and 
not coaches,” Miami defensive 
tackle Jason Ferguson said. “All 
of us were talking about, ‘Why 
won’t you pass it?’ Because we got 
a touchdown, that’s why.” 

Newcomer Braylon Edwards 
provided a big boost for the Jets, 
and two fake punts fooled Miami. 
But the Dolphins had their own 
bag of tricks and dug into it even 
on the final drive. 

The Dolphins started from their 
own 30-yard line with 5:05 left, 
trailing 27-24, and mounted a 13- 
play drive for the winning score. 
They snapped to Ricky Williams 
in the wildcat, and he ran for 15 
yards. They brought rookie quar- 
terback Pat White into the game 
for the first time, and he ran 6

yards for a first down. 

Chad Henne made two third- 
down completions. And with 10 
seconds left and third and goal at 
the 2, the Dolphins decided to try 
the wildcat again. 

“We were in the huddle and 
said, ‘We’ve got to score a touch- 
down. No settling for field goals,’”’ 
Brown said. 

He took the snap, ran up the 
middle, found a seam and crossed 
the goal line with 6 seconds to go. 

The resilient Dolphins (2-3) 
came from behind three times 
in the fourth quarter, and they’re 
back in the AFC East race after 
losing their first three games. 

“Tt just goes to show you that to 
panic is not the answer,” Sparano 


said. 

The Jets (3-2) have lost two 
straight and fell into a tie with 
New England for first place. 

“We’re going to play a lot bet- 
ter than we did today,” coach Rex 
Ryan said. 

The game became a shootout 
reminiscent of the Dolphins’ Dan 
Marino days, and filling that role 
just fine was Henne. 

In only his second NFL start, 
Henne completed 20 of 26 for 241 
yards and two touchdowns, with 
no sacks or turnovers. He threw 
deep to Ted Ginn Jr. for a 53-yard 
score to give Miami a 24-20 lead 
with 10:10 left. 

“We made him look like Dan 
Marino,” Jets linebacker Cal- 


vin Pace said. “A future Hall of 
Famer.” 

The Jets kept answering with 
Edwards, acquired in a trade 
with Cleveland last Wednes- 
day. He caught one scoring pass 
and set up New York’s other two 
touchdowns. 

But New York couldn’t stop the 
wildcat, which angered Ryan. 

“T used to see all those gim- 
micks when I was coaching back 
in college,” he said. “It was a 
complete embarrassment by our 
defense and by me. I’ve never 
been involved in a game like that 
in my life.” 

While the Dolphins relied on 
ball control for much of the game, 
they also showed a newfound abil- 


ity to strike quickly. 

Ginn beat Darrelle Revis and 
two other Jets deep, catching 
Henne’s long pass just before 
crossing the goal line. Williams 
set up a field goal when he gained 
59 yards on a reception, with all 
the yards coming after the catch. 

The Dolphins totaled 413 yards. 
They had 10 first downs rushing 
and 13 passing to control the ball 
for 331 minutes. 

“The biggest thing at this level 
is keeping it balanced,” said 
Henne, sounding like a veteran. 
“You want to make sure you keep 
them off guard the whole time 
and don’t swing one way.” 


League reviewing Browns RB's injury

BEREA, Ohio — Cleveland Browns coach 
Eric Mangini said he’s cooperating with the 
NFL in its investigation into rookie running 
back James Davis’ mysterious season-ending 
shoulder injury. 

On Sunday, ESPN.com reported that Davis 
was injured during a recent post-practice 
period for extra work when he was hit by a 
Browns linebacker. According to the report, 
witnesses said Davis was not wearing shoul- 
der pads while the unidentified defender who 
hit him had them on. 

League spokesman Greg Aiello said the 
league is aware of the alleged incident and has 
been looking into the matter. 

“The review is ongoing,” Aiello said in an 
e-mail response to The Associated Press. 


Mangini confirmed Monday that he has had 
discussions with the league, and said that fol- 
lowing his own research that he’s “comfort- 
able with where we are on it.” 

“T like James Davis a lot,’ Mangini said. 
“The last thing we want to do is ever put him 
in a position or anybody in a position where 
they could get hurt. I’ve talked to a lot of peo- 
ple involved in it and we’re going to continue 
to work with the league on it.” 

Mangini did not deny the report, but re- 
peated several times that he has been in touch 
with the league. 

He said the post-practice period is open to 
all players to get in extra work, but that it’s 
normally attended by rookies and younger 
players. He said the workouts are done in a 
controlled environment, supervised by coach- 
es. Mangini said he occasionally watches. 

Mangini said he would never condone a 


situation like the one being reported. 

“We'd never do that,” he said. “If something 
like that did happen, it shouldn’t happen. 
Ever.” 

A sixth-round draft pick from Clemson, 
Davis was placed on injured reserve on Oct. 
3. 

Browns linebacker D’Qwell Jackson did 
not see the incident, and thought it sounded 
implausible. He said players can be fined by 
Mangini for not wearing the proper pads at 
practice. 

“That sounds crazy to me that something 
like that would be reported,’ Jackson said. 
“But I wasn’t there. I don’t know exactly what 
happened. That doesn’t make any sense to me. 
That wouldn’t be fair to him [Davis].” 

Mangini confirmed that Davis will need 
surgery but would not say if an operation has 
been scheduled. 
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Injuries compound Bills’ woes 


Two LBs lost for season; Jauron stays on hot seat

ORCHARD PARK, N.Y. — If 
it’s not ineptitude, it’s injuries. The 
Buffalo Bills can’t get a break ina 
season that’s quickly going south 
and has left coach Dick Jauron 
fending off critics again. 

Before answering another 
round of questions about his job 
security Monday, a day after a 
dreadful 6-3 loss to Cleveland, 
Jauron announced the Bills lost 
linebackers Kawika Mitchell and 
Marcus Buggs to season-ending 
knee injuries. 

Mitchell, who hurt his right 
knee, and Buggs, who injured his 
left, will require surgery after 
being hurt against the Browns. 

Their departures leave an al- 
ready banged-up defense increas- 
ingly thin at linebacker. Mitchell 
had just been shifted from the 
weak-side spot to the middle to 
replace Buggs, who had struggled 
filling in for Paul Posluszny. And 
Posluszny is still afew weeks away 
from returning after breaking his 
left arm in Buffalo’s season-open- 
ing loss at New England. 

It didn’t take long for the topic 
of discussion to return to Jauron’s 
status after the Bills dropped 
their second consecutive game 
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against a winless team, a week 
after a 38-10 loss at Miami. After 
registering three straight 7-9 fin- 
ishes under Jauron, the Bills are 
in jeopardy of missing the play- 
offs for a 10th straight season. 


Two 49ers with concussions 
could be done for season 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. — Two 
San Francisco 49ers defenders 
with concussions could be done 
for the season. 

Safety Michael Lewis sus- 
tained his third concussion of the 
season during Sunday’s 45-10 loss 
to Atlanta and was to have fur- 
ther testing during the off week.

CHICAGO — The goals came 
quickly, one after another. In a 
span of 53 seconds, the Calgary 
Flames scored three and built a 
5-0 lead in the first period.

The school put the All-Ameri- 
can on the sidelines last Wednes- 
day for lying to the NCAA about 
his relationship with former NFL 
star Deion Sanders. Bryant sat 
out Saturday as No. 16 Oklahoma 
State won 36-31 at Texas A&M. 

The Cowboys (4-1, 1-0 Big 12) 
will host conference rival Mis- 
souri (4-1, 0-1) this Saturday. 

Bryant played in Oklahoma 
State’s first three games while 
compliance officials were inves- 
tigating his meeting with Sanders 
and another former NFL player, 
Omar Stoutmire, that Bryant later 
lied about to the NCAA. 

Sanders said Sunday on the 
NFL Network that his longtime 
agent, Eugene Parker, was not 
present for his meeting with Bry- 
ant. Sanders also said he didn’t 
give Bryant any gifts and por- 
trayed his relationship with Bry- 
ant as one of mentoring. 

Bryant, his attorney and Okla- 
homa State compliance director 
Scott Williams were expected to 
meet Tuesday with NCAA offi- 
cials in Indianapolis, but it’s un- 
clear when the situation might be 
resolved. 

“We have started the reinstate- 
ment process, which means we’re 
in support of him 100 percent,” 
Gundy said. “He made a mistake. 
He was untruthful and he’s ad- 
mitted that. How long it’s going 
to take, I don’t know. Whether 
they’re going to reinstate him or 
not, I don’t know.” 


Alabama appeals vacated wins 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Ala- 
bama contends the NCAA wrong- 
ly forced the football program to 
vacate 21 victories. 

The university, in a rebuttal 
released Tuesday, says the wins 
should be restored. It says the 
NCAA infractions committee, 
among other things, improperly 
cited the school’s repeat violator 
status as a factor in imposing the 
penalty. 

Alabama’s rebuttal said the 
committee cited the school’s 
“abysmal infractions track re- 
cord” and described that record 
as “the driving force behind” the 
penalty. 

The university said the com- 
mittee ignored bylaws and prec- 
edents in addressing repeat 


violator penalties. 
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The case that led to the pen- 
alty involved 201 athletes in 16 
sports obtaining textbooks they 
weren’t entitled to under their 
scholarships. 


Michigan QB Forcier 
keeping job if cleared 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. — Tate 
Forcier’s head and shoulder have 
taken a beating this season. If he 
is healthy enough to take a pound- 
ing again, he’s playing. 

Michigan coach Rich Rodri- 
guez said Monday that Forcier 
had a concussion against Iowa. If 
the quarterback is cleared to play, 
he’ll keep his starting job. 

“T don’t think it was a severe 
one, but he still has a headache,” 
Rodriguez said. 

Rodriguez expects Forcier to 
be OK, adding doctors and train- 
ers will decide by Wednesday 
if Forcier can play Saturday at 
home against Delaware State. 

Rodriguez replaced Forcier 
with fellow freshman Denard 
Robinson in the fourth quarter 
against the Hawkeyes and he led 
the Wolverines on a touchdown 
drive. Robinson was in the game 
for Michigan’s final drive and he 
threw an interception, allowing 
Iowa to hold on for a 30-28 win. 


New Mexico’s Locksley 
resolves legal complaint 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M.— New 
Mexico coach Mike Locksley has 
resolved “all legal claims” involv- 
ing a former football administra- 
tive assistant, although details 
were scarce in a statement issued 
Monday by the university. 

According to a plaintiff’s attor- 
ney, Locksley told Sylvia Lopez 
she was too old to be attractive to 
recruits, prompting the 25-year 
university employee to file an 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission complaint against 
the coach in April. 

It alleged age discrimination, 
retaliation and, according to 
comments attributed to Lopez’s 
attorney, Whitney Warner, sexual 
harassment. 

The university’s statement in- 
dicated it was “unfortunate the 
label of sexual harassment was 
used in this case because it never 
fit” Lopez’s circumstances. 

The development removes one 
major off-field problem facing 
Locksley. He still faces an inter- 
nal university investigation after 
he punched an assistant coach 
during a heated coaches meeting, 
splitting his lip.

MONACO — Former Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee presi- 
dent Juan Antonio Samaranch 
was hospitalized Tuesday follow- 
ing a mild heart attack.

television festival. 

He was admitted at Princess 
Grace Hospital Center in Mona- 
co. There was no immediate com- 
ment from the hospital. 

Samaranch headed the IOC 
from 1980 to 2001.

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa— Kubasaki 
football coach Fred Bales could only shake his 
head in grudging admiration. Kadena junior 
halfback Shariff Coleman carried the ball to- 
ward the left side of the line, saw it bottled up 
and cut back to the right without losing speed 
for a 30-yard gain. 

“Man, did you see that kid stop on a 
dime?” Bales asked of nobody in particular. 
“Unbelievable.” 

Coleman’s run was part of the Panthers’ 
528 rushing yards on 54 carries with seven 
touchdowns en route to a 43-0 romp over the 
Dragons and a 3-0 sweep of the best-of-five 
Okinawa Activities Council championship 
series. 

Coleman, Thomas McDonald and Lotty 
Smith, all juniors, are just the latest running- 
back set unveiled by Kadena coaches Sergio 
Mendoza and Steve Schrock, groups that have 
paced the Panthers (4-0) to the past three 
Class AA title games and a championship in 
2007. 

“We’ve been lucky that we’ve had those 
types of players,”’ Mendoza said. 

But this group above all others, Mendoza 
said, is doubly special. ““We’ve relied on natu- 
ral ability. These guys have natural ability 
and a strong work ethic,” he said. 

That work ethic, Mendoza said, was evi- 
dent over the summer. Every day, the players 
would condition for three hours in the searing 
Okinawa heat, lifting and pulling tires, run- 
ning hills, lunging, weightlifting, even doing 
squat walks with 45-pound weights on their 
shoulders. 

“Tt was tough,” Mendoza said. “I think they 
were all at the point where they wanted to 
quit.” 

But 20 varsity and 20 JV players stuck it out. 
Though grueling, in the end, the conditioning 
was “rewarding,” Coleman said. 

Their diverse offense helped Kadena up its 
winning streak over Kubasaki to 14 straight, 
hold the Dragons scoreless for 11 straight 
quarters and outscore Kubasaki 120-0 since 
the first quarter of the first game, a 27-10 
Kadena victory on Sept. 4. 

Mendoza and Schrock have worked to- 
ward a good balance between ball carriers, 
so if the right hand doesn’t get you, the left 
one will. Coleman cited a play in which the 
Dragons’ defense yelled, “Watch for Shariff!”

Phillies rally past Rockies in 9th 





Lidge’s second save nails down return trip to NLCS

DENVER — All of a sudden, 
the crumbling closer was wear- 
ing purple pinstripes instead of 
Phillies red and white. 

Brad Lidge retired Troy Tu- 
lowitzki for the final out for the 
second straight night, sending 
Philadelphia to the NL champion- 
ship series with a 5-4 victory over 
the Colorado Rockies. 

Lidge’s second save Monday 
— the other came just past mid- 
night in Game 3 — was sweet re- 
demption for the Phillies closer 
who went from perfect a year ago 
to perfectly awful in 2009. 

He converted all 48 save 
chances last year, capped when 
he struck out Tampa Bay’s Eric 
Hinske in Game 5 to clinch the 
Phillies’ World Series title. But 
he lost his perfect touch this sea- 
son — he led the majors with 11 
blown saves, went 0-8 with a 7.21 
ERA and briefly lost his job in 
September. 

Now, he’s perfect in the post- 
season once again. 

“T’ve said it before, people go 
through ups and downs. As long 
as he’s throwing well for us right 


now, that’s all that matters,” Ryan 
Howard said. 

Howard hit a two-run double 
with two outs in the ninth inning 
off Huston Street and scored on 
Jayson Werth’s single as Phila- 
delphia rallied past the resilient 
Rockies in Game 4 on Monday 
to reach the NL championship 
series. 

“Was it a good pitch to How- 
ard? No, it wasn’t my best pitch,” 
Street said. “It wasn’t painted on 
the knees at the black. But it was 
down and it was out. He’s a good 
hitter. Sometimes you get beat.” 

Tulowitzki, who flied out to end 
Game 3, struck out this time and 
the Phillies celebrated on the in- 
field at chilly Coors Field before 
retreating to the clubhouse for 
another champagne shower. 

“We know we have a long ways 
to go,” Jimmy Rollins said. “So 
this is the last party.” 

Next, the World Series champi- 
ons play Thursday night against 
Los Angeles at Dodger Stadium 
in an NLCS rematch from last 
season. 

The Rockies thought they had 
sent the series back to Philly for 
a decisive Game 5 when they 
rallied for three runs with two 


outs in the bottom of the eighth, 
capped by Yorvit Torrealba’s 
two-run double. 

“We thought we were going to 
pull this out and hop on a plane,” 
Todd Helton said. “It didn’t 
work.” 

Because Street, who saved 35 
games in 37 chances during the 
season, blew it in the ninth again, 
one night after taking the loss in 
Game 3 when Howard hit a sac- 
rifice fly to give the Phillies a 6-5 
win. 

On his way out of the clubhouse 
Monday night, Rockies general 
manager Dan O’Dowd stopped 
by and gave Street an embrace, 
followed by some words of 
encouragement. 

“We wouldn’t have gotten here 
without you. You just keep that in 
mind,” O’Dowd said. “I’m really 
proud of you.” 

Street, who came to Colorado 
from Oakland in the Matt Holli- 
day trade last winter, was within 
a strike of winning before walk- 
ing Chase Utley and then serving 
up Howard’s big hit. 

“We were a strike away from 
making a trip to Philadelphia,” 
lamented Rockies manager Jim 
Tracy, who went 74-42 after tak- 


ing over when Clint Hurdle was 
fired May 29. 

Colorado erased a 2-1 deficit in 
the eighth with a three-run rally 
that began when Dexter Fowler 
hurdled Utley at second base. 
Utley stepped into the basepath to 
field Todd Helton’s slow grounder, 
and his quick flip to second base 
was wide right and mishandled 
for an error by Rollins. 

That chased starter Cliff Lee 
and pinch-hitter Jason Giambi 
tied it with an RBI single off Ryan 
Madson before Torrealba’s two- 
run double. 

“No one got rattled and no one 
was worried,” Werth said. “Going 
back to ’07, we got swept by the 
Rockies and I think everybody 
learned a _ lesson. Everybody 
knew what we had to do.” 

The Phillies, who led the Na- 
tional League in homers for the 
second straight season with a 
franchise-record 224, got long 
balls from Shane Victorino and 
Werth off Ubaldo Jimenez as they 
built a 2-0 lead. 

The Rockies made it 2-1 in 
the sixth on an RBI double by 
Tulowitzki.

ways to break 
the ump slump

A botched call in the corner. A phantom foul ball at home plate. Big misses on the bases. Umpires are getting an awful lot of attention 
in these playoffs, and that’s never a good thing for baseball. 

“We’re judged not by excellence, but by perfection. Our job is to get every call correct,’ Gerry Davis, crew chief for the Philadelphia- 
Colorado series, said Monday. “That’s what we aspire to do. Perfection is very tough. That’s a tough aspiration.” 

“T don’t know what else we can do,” he said.
